One of the new subjects taught this year is Business 
Law. Thi3 text book contains materials dealing with the 
new laws affecting an individual’s business life. Those 
include new parts on laws to protect the consumer, on 
social insurance, wills, lav/s of decent and distribution; 
new material relating to employment contracts and protect¬ 
ion; and suggestions on writing and accepting checks. 

Applications to daily affairs is stressed, especially 
in certain topics such as contracts of minors; property, 
automobile, life insurance and many others. 

There are a number of tables given to summarize the 
important features of state laws, for example, unemployment 
ccnpcnsation insurance, and child labor laws, 

A variety of learning activities are included with 
:ach lesson with questions relating directly to the 
students life.
